Two Fatulities—Area a Mile

A despatch from St. Jobn, N.B., says; 
+The northern end of St. John city 
was badly devasted by fire Thursday

DOWN A CREVICE. 


Bishop ™ e's Adventure—Rescued After a 
Day wnd a Night by the Swiss Guides, 


A despatch from Buffalo, N. W. T., 
says:—Bishop Moret and five French 
clergymen, bound from Hong Kong 
to Rome, who sought to break their 
journey across the continent, after 
landing at Vancouver a few days ago 
by spending a couple of days in the 
Canadian National Park at this point, 
were rescued on Wednesday from a 
perilious position in a mountain crey- 
ice. On Tuesday morning at7o’clock 
they started, without guides, to make 
the ascent of Sulphur Mountain, and 
lost their way. Thursday they owe their 
lives to the sagacity and experience 
of Swiss guides, recently introduced by 
th» authorities to look after the welfare 
of travellers and hunting parties visit- 
ing the Canadian rockies. 

The Bishop and his party were not 
missed from their hote! until 10 o'clock 
Tuesday night, and the matter having 
been reported to the Superintendent, 
the latter ordered the Alpine guides to 
at once make a search. Armed with 
lanterns and Alpenstocks, the guides 
departed on their mission. After a 
night of tedious tramping among the 
pines of the mountain sides, they were 
rewarded by hearing thcir echoing calis 
answered froma slight crevice in the 
rock, into which a false step had pre- 
cipitated the party. Though the crey- 
ice was but twenty feet deep, 
clergymen found themselves unable to 
gain the ledge from which they had 
slipped. Ropes were lowered by the 
guides, and the rescue from the peril- 
ous position was quickly made. The 
previous afternoonand night had been 
spent in the crevice, 1,900 feet fromthe 
foot of the mountain, the height of 
which is 7,000 feet, and clothed witha 
pine forest.

SOME FINE RESIDENCES. 
The stores and warehouses of Messrs. 
Naz, Horncastle, Capt. Keast, the J. 
W. MecAilary Co., and other general 
dealers, who do a big trade along the 
St. John river, were consumed, with 
all their valuable stocks, All the 
steamship lines lost their warehouses, 
containing more or Jess freight. 

It was all the whole city fire de- 
partment could do, after six hours 
hard fighting, to stop the advance of 
the flames, wnich swept over an area 
of about one mile square. 

Over two hundred buildings were 
burned, and the property loss is well 
up to a million dollars. It is estimat- 
ed that six hundred to one thousand 
people are homeless. 

One aged woman refused to leave 
her house and perished in the flames. 
Another lady, who was in iJl-health, 
died of the shock before her house 
caught. 

BURNED OUT OF THEIR HOMES. 

Many families of moderate means 
livec in the large tenements and small 
wooden buildings along Bridge street, 
and the scene on the water front was 
a pathetic one. As the fire worked its 


way down each side of the street, men, 
women, and children burried out of 
the houses like hens from their nests, 
each bearing armsful of household ef- 
fects. These were deposited in the 
streets, on the wharves, or on board 
boats. The fire ate on and on, house 
after “house smouldered, burst in 
flames, blazed furiously, and crumbled 
to a mass of red embers. 

The wind blew the flames away from

accumulated intense heat was gener- 
ated, and soon fire attacked the house- 
hold effects piled on the piers. 

Then the ferry-house and the Star 
line warehouse burst into flames, fol- 
lowed by the river steamer May 
Queen's warehouse, 200 feet away. 
These were eatirely burned, but the 
fire got no further in this direction. 


Bridge street, however, which runs 
parallel! with the water, was burned on 


both sides from end to end. 
ONLY THREE HOUSES REMAIN. 


There were three blocks of buildings 


between the north side of Main street 
and the open country. These were all 
of dry wood, and as the flames deyour- 
ed them, people fled with whatever 
they could save to the rocks and hills, 
or beyond into the wet, marshy valley. 

Thursday night the scene is a weird 
one. Several acres of ground are aglow 
with burning embers. Shelter has been 
povided for those who were burned out, 
but many grief-stricken people are 
Wandering among the ruins. 

The fire broke out shortly after one 
o'clock in a house owned by John Por- 
ter, on Bridge street, Indiantown, ad-

TWENTY MILLIONS STARVING, 
Farther Particulars Coufiim the Narrowing 
Accounts of Russian Famine, 

A despatch from London, says:—Par- 
ticulars received regarding the famine 
in Russia confirm the previous har- 
rowing accounts. The members of the 
Russiaa aristocracy have at last awak- 
ened to a full sense of the gravity of 
the situation, and money is beginning 
to flow ia on all sides for the relief 
of the starving moujiks. Unfortun- 
ately, charity is almost too late. The 
censor at first prevented the truth 
from being published by the Russian 


press. Now the facts are allowed to — 
appear. But the famine spectre ig 
stalking through the land. Some 


authortiies estimate that a5 many aa 
20,000,000 peasants are starving. 

The Rey. Mr. Francis, pastor of the 
British-American Church at St. Pe- 
tersburg, who did much to secure Brit- 
ish and American aid during the last 
famine, appeals to the British publica 
to-day.

The Death of Mr. Theed. 


Particulars ofthe Accident. 


The following from the Fernie, B. C., 
Free Press gives particulars of the ac- 
cident in which Mr. Theed lost his life : 

On Monday last the most serious slide 
that has yet taken place on the Crow’s 
Nest Pass Railway occurred about five 
miles east of Hosmer station. Early in 
the morning a small slide came down, 
and the section gang of five men were 
busily engaged in clearing it out when 
they noticed more mud coming down, 
and three of them ran to pull the hand- 
car out of it. At first it looked small, 
but just as two of them reached the car, 
a great mass of mud, rock, trees and 
brush came tearing down the mountain 
side, carrying everything before it. One 
of the men, William Bassingthwaite, 
who ran to save the car, managed to get 
clear, although the mud reached his 
knees, but the other two, Section Fore- 
man Theed, and George Lewis, were 
carried down with the roaring mass 
clear into the Elk River. Long before 
they reached the water their bodies 
were covered with the mud and rocks.

Men were at once set to work to try to 
find the bodies, but as nothing had been

It 
usually safe however, to cut a foot 
or a little more below where there is 
the least outward sign of any affec- 
tion. If the cut is not made below 
the diseased part there is great dan- 
ger, if not certainty of carrying the 
germs on the knife or saw to healthy 
wood in cutting off other branches. The 
trees should be carefully gone over in 
late fall or early winter, but any time 
before the trees bloom will do.

general plan of the sub-earth duct is 
this: There ought to be a stack to ad- 
mir air. It ought to be about 50 to 
70 ft high with a hood so arranged as 
to turn an opening toward the wind 
and cause a draft down the chimney. 
The stack ought to lead into a pas- 
sage about 12 ft. underground, where 
the ground is coolest for a distance 
of about 100 ft. and then up into the 
curing room. The curing room must of 
course have a ventilation, The sub- 
earth duct may be divided into sever- 
al cool passages by means of drain 
pipe. This same principle has been 
applied by running the air into a well 
and then into the curing room. The 
average cost of such an air apparatus 
is about $70. Practically it has been 
demonstrated that acuring room, even 
in summer may be kept in the neigh- 
borhood of 64 degrees. 


EVERGREEN TREES. 

Evergreen trees are valuable for 
screens, for wind-breaks, for a back- 
ground against which to group trees 
with highly colored leaves or branches, 
and for winter decoration. Too many 
should not be used together near the 
buildings, as they give a dark effect 
and often present an unhealthy ap- 
pearance. 

The best time to plant evergreen 
trees is in the spring, during April or 
May, just when the buds are ready to 
push; or if fall planting is preferred, 
it should be done in October or Novem- 
ber. Great care must be taken that 
the roots do not become dry by ex- 
posure to sun and wind. It is hest to 
select, for their removal, a moist day. 

Austrian Pine, Pinus Austriaca, is 
of a compact growth; it is cone shap- 
ed, with a broad base. The leaves are 
dark green and nearly six inches 
long. The branches are equal around 
the tree, and well distributed. They 
need plenty of room for good devel-

‘These shell miners are not especially 
destructive. They bore very slowly 
and usually attack stone; but there are 
other miners which are inveterate ene- 
mies of man in their efforts to destroy 
wharves, piers and vessels, chief am 
ong which is a little crablike creature 
—Limnoria—that affects piers and 
bores into the hardest lumber, pene- 
trating it in every direction, until it 
presents the appearance of a _ honey- 
comb. So persistent are these miners 
on the California coast that it is ne- 
cessary to repair docks and piers once 
or twice a year, 

In tropical waters an equally de- 
structive ocean miner is found in the 
teredo, that penetrates the hulls of 
vessels and woodwork. of all kinds. As 
it proceeds it incases its tube with a 
lime-like secretion, and, in some in- 
stances the entire framework is eat- 
en away and replaced by the pearly 
deposit of this miner, that constructs 
a tube as carefully devised as the arch 
of the human miner. A wreck strand- 
ed on a coral reef, so high and dry 
that one could walk around it at low 
tide, showed the beams and planks in- 
tact in many instances, but the hand 
could be thrust through the apparent- 
ly solid planking in any direction, the 
structure crushing in like pasteboard. 
The interior wood had been eaten away 
and replaced by the lime-like tubes of 
this remarkable miner. 

Among the worms are many singu- 
lar miners that construct elaborate 
tubes ten or fifteen feet in length, 
and have lights upon their bodies with 
which to illumine the tunnel. Nearly 
all the crabs are minors and of a very 
skilful class, ospecially the  spitit 
crahs, which mine in soft sand and by 
their careful manipulation, prove their 
wonderful skill in mining.

TAI TSUNG’S MAGIC PAINTING, 
A Dresden Chemist's Imitation ofa Chinese 
Emperor's Won 


The Chinese Emperor Tai Tsung pos- 
sessed among other treasures a picture 
known a magic painting. It 
resented a pastoral scene with a 
Standing in «# field and mountains be- 
yond. When the picture was shown to 
Strangers or guests and they admir- 
ed it the Emperor would say: 

“Yes, this is a remarkable paint- 
ing. The cow, as you see, is standing; 
but if the room was darkened the cow 
would think it night and lie down.” 

Then the Emperor would order the 
room to be darkened, and the cow 
would be seen to be lying down, ap- 
parently asleep. The picture was a 
water color, over which was painted 
phosphorescent paint 
Similar picture representing the cow 
lying down. In the light the stand- 
ing animal was seen, but at night or 
in a darkened room only the phosphor- 
escent picture was visible. So the 
magic picture was, after all, a very 
simple trick. A Dresden chemist, 
named Schade, has discovered a method 
of imitating it which can be accom- 
plished as follows: First paint in or- 
diaary colors the picture of the cow 
standing. Then melt some Zanzibar 
copal over a charcoal fire, and dissolve 
fifteen parts of it in sixty parts of 
French oil of turpentine. Filter this 
and mix with twenty-five parts of pure 
linseed oil which has been previously 
heated and cooled. Now take forty 
parts of the varnish so obtained and 
mix with six parts of prepared calcium 
carbonate, twelve parts of prepared 
white zinc sulphide and thirty-six 
parts of luminous calcium sulphide, all 
of which can be

This emulsion shor!d be ground very 
fine in a color mill; the result will be} 
white luminous paint, which should be 
used to paint the cow lying down.

The magician exhibits the flow- 
ers that have not been prepared and) 
shows that there is nothing peculiar 
about them; then, as the light is turn- 
ed down, he substitutes the conceal- 
ed bunch, blows upon the flowers, and} 
presto! displays to the astonished ob- 
servers a luminous bunch, each flow- 
er of which stands out as if at white 
heat. * A

DIFFICULT JUNGLE COUNTRY. 

On Marob $1 of this year the line 
reached the 279th mile, which brought 
it close to Kikuyu, the densely peopled 
country south of Kenia, the great 
equatorial snow-mountain. Not until 
it reached the district was it to be 
expected that the line would have an 
appreciable effect upon the ex- 
port trade. So Great Britain is just 
reaching with her railroad the regions 
which she expects to benefit and 
from which she hopes to derive a 
profit. The Government steamer Juba 
is already making a round trip every 
three weeks between Zanzibar and thé 
coast towns of the British Kast Africa 
protectorate, and it is expected to pro- 
vide regular and sufficient outlet an 
ingress for all the trade the ruilroa 
may help to create. 

Since August 20 last, trains have rua 
regularly over most of the route com- 
pleted at that time, or, in other words, 
from Mombasa to Mtoto Andel, 162 
miles.

"Wo got to the town Sunday morning, 
and it was 4 long and tiresome day, and wo 
wero so bored when night camo that we 
made up a party to go to church, just to 
change our luck. I don’t know what 
kind of achurch it was, excopt that it 
was a big one and there was some kind of 
a meeting on that filled it. We had como 
early, and we had seats about the middle 
of the orchestra chairs. As it happened, 
our quartet sat together, and they got 
hymnbooks all right. 

“When the first service of song was 

offered, our combination was a bit shaky 
with stage fright, for they hadn’t been to 
church since they had sung in their homo 
church choirs long ago, but on the second 
round they were all right, all right, and 
tho hymn was one they were familiar 
with. Well, they wont at it as thoy 
ought to, end when theo first verso was fin- 
ished I could see there was some sensa- 
tion among the people nearest to us and 
lots of eyes and ears wero turned out way. 
Our quartet was interested by now in 
their singing, though, and we didn’t think 
about anything else but the word to go on 
with the second yerse, and when they got 
it they went at it with all their skill and 
sweetness, By the time the second verse 
was finished there were not a dozen yoices 
to be heard besides their own, and the 
sensation had spread all oyer the house, 
“On the third verse our quartet went in 
alone, and I don’t think I ever heard such 
singing as they put up. It was one of 
those good, old fashioned hymns that haye 
the spirit of truth and glory in them, and 
the music matched the words in a way to 
carry anybody off his feet, and it did it for 
that audience or congregation, or what- 
ever you call it, for when the last hote 
died away the cold chills ran down my 
back and up my neck, and if some old 
brother in the amen corner had not shouted 
glory and a dozen more in other parts of 
the house followed suit I believe I would 
haye shouted myself. 
“However that might haye been, when 
everybody had sat down thé gentleman in 
the pulpit stepped forward and thanked 
our people for their singing, and said if 
they would sing a fety more selections the 
congregation would be greatly pleased. 
Of course our quartet was pleased, too, 
and they not only sang a few more selec- 
tions, but they reéeived tho personal 
thanks of eyerybody after the seryico was 
oyer, and the next night we had an audi- 
ence that filled the theater. Now, that’s 
what I call real power.’’—Washington 
Star.

SAFEGUARDING THE BIG BANKS, 


One Precaution Taken to Make Sure 
Wa on Are Vigilant, 

Somo people think that time locks, 
| burglar alarms and steel barred windows, 
with a watchman awako or asloop inside 
and tho polico outside, might afford pro- 
tection in plonty for a bank, A visitor in 
a large detective and patrol agency the 
other day found that bank authorities do 
not hold to this opinion. 

The visitor noticed when he entered the 
office that the manager seemed to be 
watching tho clock with great solicitudo. 
Without any warning the young man 
jumped up from his desk, grabbed his hat 
and dashed out. Tho stranger's curiosity 
was aroused, and he waited until the man- 
ager camo back. 

“What was the mattor?” ho asked. 
| “Tho bank watchman was testing mo,” 
he said, and thon went on to explain the 
system, At overy hour and half hour tho 
watchman inside tho bank pushed a but- 
ton that rang a bell in tho agency. This 
button was at the rear of the bank. Ata 
quarter before and a quarter after overy 
hour ho touched a button in tho front of 
the bank that ranga bell in an entirely 
different office, Tho manager of tho offico 
took down the time to the minuto when 
the bell rang. If the bell at the back of 
tho bank failed to ring within five min- 
utes of the hour or half hour, it was tho 
duty of the manager to make all speed to 
the bank, When ho got there, he must 
actually seo tho watchman and speak to 
him, If within five minutes after reach- 
ing the bank he did not seo the watch- 
man, he was to call the police, If tho 
manager failed to go to the bank prompt- 
ly when it was his duty to do so, the 
watchman must report him, receiving a 
reward therefor, Tho object of haying the 
bank connected with two offices was to 
lessen the possibility of collusion between 
the watchman and the managers. 

But this was not all. An outsido watch- 
man was also employed. He was tho reg- 
ular special watchman who was employed 
by the property owners of the neighbor- 
hood. It was his duty to meet tho inside 
watchman at the front door oyery hour 
and then to go to the back door and meet 
the inside man. Then there were burglar 
alarms on eyery window, door and yault 
door. 

The stranger went to w bank officer and 
asked him whether all these precautions 
were necessary for the detection of rob- 
bery. 

“Not for detection,”’ he said, ‘‘but for 
preyention. The burglar who tries to 
break into this bank at night is insane. 
He has not the slightest chance in tho 
world, and he knows it. Then, too, wo 
are sure no fire can gain any headway in 
the building whilo the watchmen aro kept 
so thoroughly awake. Of course we aro 
fireproof theoretically, but we do not eyen 
trust that.”

TROIKA DRIVING IN RUSSIA. 


There Is Nothing Like It, Unless It 
Be a Ride on a Fire Engine. 


We were promised our first Russian ex- 
perience in the shape of a troika ride, A 
troika is a superb affair. It makes tho 
tiny slodges which take the place of cabs 
and are used for all ordinary purposes 
look even more like toys than usual, but 
the sledges are great fun and so cheap 
that it is an extravagance to walk. A 
course costs only 20 kopecks—10 cents, 
Tho siedges nro ect so low that you can 
reach ont and touch the snow with your 
hand, and they are so small that the horse 
is in your lap and the coachman in your 
pocket. He simply turns in his seat to 
hook the fur robe to the back of your seat 
—only it has no back. If you fall, you 
fall clear to the ground. 

The horse is far, far aboye you in your 
humble position, and there is so little 
room that two people can with difficulty 
stow themselves in the narrow seat. Ifa 
brother and sister or a husband and wife 
drive together, the man, in sheer self de- 
fense, is obliged to put his arm around 
the woman no matter how distasteful it 
may be. Not that she would eyer be con- 
scious of whether he did it or not, for the 
amount of clothes ono is obliged to wear 
in Russia destroys any sense of touch. 

The horses are sharp shod, but in a way 
quite different trom ours. The spikes on 
their shoes are an inch long and dig into 
the ice with perfect security, but it makes 
the horses look as if they wore French 
heels. Even oyer ico like sheer glass they 
go at a gallop and neyer slip. It is won- 
derful, and the exhilaration of it is like 
driving through an air charged with 
champagne, like tho wine cayes of Rintz. 
Driying in the country we could not tell 
how fast we were going, but in town, 
whizzing past other carriages, hoaring the 
shouts of the idvosjik, ‘‘roika,’’ and see- 
ing the people scatter and the sledges turn 
out (for a troika has the right of way), we 
realized at what a pace we wero going. 
Before we reached home wo saw a Russian 
fire engine. We passed itinarun. Tho 
engine was on one sledge, and following 
ib were flye other sledges carrying hogs- 
heads of water, 

After that drive I thought I knew just 
how it felt to ride on a fire ongine,—Lillan

BEE BUZZES. 


In all hives there should be three per- 
sonages—thoe queen, the worker bee and 
the drone, 

One secret of getting wax of a bright 
yellow color is to allow it to cool slowly: 
but always be careful not to burn it. 

As long as the bees have plenty of room 
in the hive surplus boxes are unnecessary 
and should not be added to the hive, 

The only rule in nevog the smoker is to 
use it soMciontly to Keep the bees under 
control from the start, taking care not to 
kill them, 

Worker bees being undeveloped females 
may now and then be sufficiently deyelop- 
ed to lay eggs, but their eggs will produce 
only drones. 

The worker bee does all the work of the 
hive, gathers in the honey, pollen and 
waiter, secretes the wax, builds the comb, 
and ripons and caps the honey. 

When returning frames toa hive, adjust 
them slowly and carefully. Do not slido 
the frame to its placo at one push. Slide 
it up slowly, just to touch the next framo. 

If a colony in the spring has not pollen 
gathered the previous , place rye meal 
near tho hive in a protected place whero 
if will not blow away. A little sugar 
sprinkled oyer it will help attract the bees 
—St. Louis Republic

INDIANS DROWNED. 


—— 
Redskins Were on the Way to a Potlatch 
When Two Boats Collided. 

A despatch from Laggan, Alberta, 
says:—Between 25 and 80 Indians, in- 
cluding men, women, and children, 
were drowned in the Lake of Clouds, 
near the Canadian Pacific railway, 
while crossing to the reservation to at- 
tend a potlatch. They were travel- 
ing in two long boats rudely manu- 
factured of cariboo skins. ‘The craft 
collided, and both vessels were rend- 
ered useless, and the entire party was 
lost. 

A third vessel, bearing skins of deer, 
bear, cariboo, mountain” sheep and 
goats, and manned by four Indians, 
reached the spot as the last survivor 
slipped from the capsized boat and dis- 
appeared in the waters of the lake. 
Dense clouds wére resting over the 
surface of the lake, and were respon- 
sible for the accident. 


A NEW WAR BALLOON, 


The German Army to Try Count Zeppelin’s 
Invention. 

Perhaps any problem of the mili- 
tary airship may have been solved by 
the invention of Count Zeppelin. At 
any rate, the German army officials 
think well enough of it to be plan- 
ning to give it a trial on July 1. 

Of course the problem is to get ma- 
chinery at once strong enough to drive 
a halloon and light enough to be car- 
ried by it. 

Count Zeppelin’s iuvention comprises 
an aluminum cylinder filled with coal 
gas and hydrogen, a small engine 
worked by the gas thus generated and 
big aluminum fan propellers driven by 
the engine. 

It is not claimed that a balloon 
equipped with the Zeppelin engine can 
make headway against astrong wind. 


It should be sent up only in gentle 
land breezes. It is to be tried over 
Lake Constance, the largest land- 


locked body of water immediately avail- 
able. 

Count Zeppelin has been at work for 
some years upon his invention. About 
two years ago he was conducting ex- 
periments with a small balloon near 
Berlin when the generating cylinder 
burst. No one was injured on that oc- 
casion, @s the balloon was worked from 
the ground. 

In the July experiment Count Zep- 
pelin will be the only passenger, and 
he will haye no connection with the 
ground. i

Mr. D. Corri- 
gal, who lives near the church, also 
suffered severe loss, his buildings being 
considerably damaged, In the evening 
about 9.80, a hail storm broke all the 
windows in the north and west sides of 
houses. ‘The hail stones were as big as 
hen’s eggs. Chickens were killed by 
this storm, and in some places the leaves 
of trees were cut off, and grain was cut 
to pieces. The loss to the farmers will 
be very considerable. A despatch to 
the press from Belleville says :—‘' In the 
8th concession of Thurlow, the Zion 
Hill Methodist church was levelled, en- 
tailing aconsiderableloss. R.Gordon’s 
barn, in the 8th concession of Thurlow, 
was blown down. In the first conces- 
sion of Huntingdon, J. Foster’s barn 
was blown over, and the barn of Walker 
Sears was unroofed and fences blown in 
all directions. Trees were uprooted, 
and in some places the country roads 
are impassable. The loss to crops will 
also be considerable.”

Canadians in general are growing 
more and more doubtful whether even 
free admission to the American lumber 
market would be sufficient compensation 
for an agreement not to put export 
duties on logs, pulpwood and unrefined 
nickel. A correspondent of the St. John 
Telegraph, a Liberal newspaper, in a 
long article recently argued that free 
trade in logs, pulpwood and lumbex 
would be a very bad bargain for Canada. 
He stated that all the Canadian gets for 
a cord of pulpwood is three or four 
dollars and this is made into forty dol- 
lars worth of paper, the Americans get- 
ting the whole benefit of all the labour 
used in converting a low-priced article 
into one of high price. Canada’s share 
of the product is three dollars for which 
the hardest prrt of the work has to be 
done. ‘The share of the United States 
is thirty-seven dollars, mostly expended 
in wages to skilled workmen, The 
Telegraph’s correspondent expresses 
himself in the following pithy words: 
“The very spruce which Canada allows 
to go into the United States free of an 
export duty is made into pulp and paper 
which is used as a club to beat her brains 
out in the English pulp and paper mar- 
ket. Canada is furnishing the club and 
the United States is using it. But if

Canada would do what she could with 
her raw material and immense water 
powers she would be within eight years 
the greatest paper and pulp producing 
power in the world. She has the facili- 
ties and all that she needs is the proper 
legislation to bring capital in to develop 
it.’ 

The great timber resources of Canada 
ought to be preserved by the Canadian 
Government as raw materials for Cana- 
dian workmen. The Americans cannot 
make bricks without straw, and if the 
Government would now carry out the 
expressed will of both Liberal and Con- 
servative members of Parliament and 
put export duties on logs and pulpwood 
Canadian workmen might in a few 
years supply the United States as well 
as England with all kinds of articles 
made of wood and wood pulp.—Mont- 
real Star. 


Endeavor Conven-

Three years ago, at Ottawa, during 
the joint convention of Ontario and 
Quebec Provincial Christian Endeavor 
Unions, a Canadian Council of Christian 
Endeavor was formed, and it was ar- 
ranged that the first National Conven- 
tion should be held under its auspices, 
in 1899, in the city of Montreal. The 
annual provincial conventions of Quebec 
and Ontario have been withdrawn for 
this year, from which fact the success 
of the Montreal meeting may be regard- 
ed as already assured, so far as attend- 
ance is concerned; while delegates in 
considerable numbers are expected from 
all parts of the country, A large con- 
tingent from ‘ down by the sea”’ is look- 
ed for, since there is to be but one C. E. 
Convention in the Maritime Provinces, 
instead of the usual three annual events, 
A single-fare rate for the round trip has 
been securedon allrailways. As faras 
possible, the delegates will be billetted 
in the Christian homes of the city; the 
price for these billets has been limited 
by the local committee to 50 cents per 
day for a room, and 25 cents for each 
meal, Suitable accommodations will 
also be secured in hotels and boarding 
houses, at such rates as the delegates 
may wish to pay; so that all who will 
come are promised comfortable homes 
at a cost within their means. 

The Dominion Convention will be 
held in the magnificent and capacious 
St. James’ Methodist Church, on St. 
Catherine Street beginning Thursday, 
October 5th, and closing Monday 9th.

Under Foot. 


A despatch from London says:—In 
4 speech delivered here on ‘Tuesday | 
night Mr. Arthur J. Balfour, First 
Lord of the ‘Treasury, confirm-| 
ed the reports of tthe  fail- 
ure of the negotiations of Bloem- 
fontein between Sir Alfred Milner, 
Governor of Cape Colony, and Presi- 
dent Kruger, of the Transvaal. He 
declared that it was a matter of deep | 
regret and disappointment to the 
Government. Nevertheless, he hoped) 
and believed that the controversies | 
would be satisfactorily solved, because | 
all the Government asked or desired | 
was the elementary rights of civi- 
lization for their fellow-countrymen in 
the Transvaal—rights which justice de- 
manded and policy required, and which 
would be, he thought, to the first in- 
terest of the Republic to grant. 

It was Great Britain’s duty to see 
that those rights were not trampled 
repeatedly in the dust. No statesman! 
or individual in Great Britain desired| 
that any inroad be made on the indep- | 
pendence of the Republic. He believed 
that a settlement could be reached 
which would rightly preserve the in- 
dependence of the Transvaal consist- 
ently with justice to the British resi- 
dents, who were giving so much of 
their wealth to the Republic. 
. Lhe opinion of the country must soon 
be declared on the subject, and he be- 
lieved that that opinion would be un- 
animously the same as he had stated. 

in concluding his references to the 
conference, Mr. Balfour said: “ My 
Sanguine forecast of a successful is- 
use out of the troubles is based on the 
fact that principles so obvious as the 
elementary rights of civilization which 
we demand for our fellow-countrymen 
must commend themselves to the cili- 
zens of the Transvaal, and I venture to 
think that the good sense, justice, 
policy and wisdom of the leaders of 
public opinion in the Transvaal will 
make for some settlement which will 
rightly preserve the independence of 
the Transvaal.” 

A despatch on Wednesday afternoon 
from Sir Alfred Milner states that 
President Kruger obstinately refused 
all concessions tending towards a set- 
tlement of the Transvaal difficulties. 
Upon receiving this despatch Secretary 
Chamberlain, Lord Selborne, and oth- 
ers held a consultation concerning the 
failure of the negotiations, which cre- 
ates a serious situation.

BIRDS BREED CONSUMPTION. 


Owners of Canaries Warned by London 
Health Board of the Danger, 

A despatch from London says:—A 
bill now before the Local Council pro- 
vides that ali owners of canary birds 
and other feathered pets secure once 
every month from the Health Depart- 
ment certificates of the freedom of 
their birds from tuberculosis. The 
bill was framed at the urgent instiga- 
tion of a number of phthisis experts, 
headed by Dr. A. Tucker Wise. 

Numerous cases of consumption 
| have been shown to oniginate from the 


| deadly tuberculosis germs, which breed 
with startling fecundity in the wing 
and tail feathers of (hese supposedly 
| harmless pets. Handb-lis have already 
been issued by the Health Department 
Warning the owners ol canaries and 
otber songsters against this avian in- 
lection. 

Particular stress is laid om the dan- 
ger of feeding birds from the mouth 
and allowing them to place their bills 
on the lips. Investigation has shown 
that the mucous membrane in the 
throat of the canary is more adapted 
to the rapid growth of phthisis germs 
than the most carefully-prepared cul- 
tures.

ings of El Mahdi and his successors, 


the Khalifa. From his lips comes the 
story of how Colonel Stewart and 
Frank Power, correspondent of the 
London Times, fell, ruthlessly butch- 
ered by the Mahdi’s followers. 

® months before the expedition 
started Gordon received news that the 
relief for which he had waited so pa- 
tiently was on its way. 

“I was in Khartoum,” says Hassan, 
“in the Arabic year 1301 (1884). The 
city was then in deadly peril, for we 
had been long besieged, provisions were 
scarce, and the dervishes were passing 
on night and day. Gordon wanted to 
Open up communication with the Bri- 
tish troops coming to our assistance. 
At the same time he wished to send 
@way as many women and children as 
possible, that they should escape hard- 
ship and the risk of falling into the 
enemy’s hands. I was ordered by Gor- 
don Pacha to proceed upon the Abbas 
with Colouel Stewart, taking charge of 
the mail, my orders being to hand it 
toany one in authority at Dongola. { 
was besides to help as an interpreter. 

“There were with us on the launch 
from Khartoum Consul Herbin, Frank 
Power, several Greeks and others 
whose names I forget. The rest of 
the party—mostly Greeks and Berbe- 
Treen merchants—together-with the wo- 
men and children, followed in two na- 
tive sailing craft, called nuggars. Gor- 
don gave us for pilots two experienc- 
ed Dongola reises or captains; for arm- 
ament. 


A SMALL CANNON, 
with a number of Remingtons and a 
plentiful supply of ammunition. Two 
of the Pacha’s armed steamers were 
told off to escort us past Berber, so 
as to afford us protection. 

“Gordon gave special instruction to 
the steamboai captains (hat as soon 
as the Abbas and nuggors passed south 
of Berber, the latter town was to be 
hoily bombarded for three days. This 


was done to enable us to escape over 
the cataracts in safety, to give us in 
short o good start, so- that we should 
eli 


escape pursuit. All went w 
enough until we got to Berber. The 
the dervish garrison opened fire up- 
on the flotilla, firing five rounds at us. 
It was high Nile, the river being full, 
60 we managed to pass withoul being 
hit. 

“Below Berber we cast off the sail 
ing boats we hadin tow, intending 
that they should sail down, while we 
in the Abbas steamed ahead. Now it 
turned gut that the captains of the 
armed steamers which had accompanied 
us declined to remain bebind or to 
execute Gordon's orders to bombard 
Berber. Fear of traitorous conduct 
alone explains their strange and sud- 
den behavior. Without engag ng the 


enemy they steamed hurriedly past, 
returning toward Khartoum. 
“Meantime the sailing boats, with 
the refugee Greeks ond women and 
children, had to drift dewn os best

Stewart and the 
others dressed in their best clothes and 
went, taking me with them to speak 
Arabic. 

“We reached the Sheik’s house in the 
village and were shown to a small, ra- 
ther dark room. The place was

in all about forty, most of them seated 
on the floor or standing. Suleiman 
and Atman were there and we ex- 
changed greetings. All wore ordin- 
ary native clothes. They gave us two 
angareps to sit upon. Stewart and 
Power sat together, and Herbin and 
I side by side. he Sheik said the 
camels would soon be ready, but in- 
vited us to partake of coffee and dates 
while waiting. 

“Less than ten minutes passed when 

all the men who had gone out on the 
pretext of fetching the camels to 
hasten our departure returned heavily 
armed with axes, swords, knives and 
spears. As they entered they shout- 
ed ‘Kaffr!" ‘Infidels!’ One of them 
Herbin with an axe, cleaving 
his head in two as he sat beside me. 
I sprang us, screaming I was a bro- 
ther—a Mohammedan—not to kill me as 
they did the other. A man nearly sey- 
ered my right arm with a knife—there 
is the wound—while I clung for help. 
Another drove a huge spear through 
my leg, but I struggled, and begged 
for life as they cut and struck at me, 
before I swooned to the ground coy- 
ered with blood. Herbin was stretch- 
ed on the angarep.; 
“Dhe murderers also rushed at 
Stewart and Power, but there were so 
many of them that they got into each 
other’s way. Power hit out from the 
Shoulder with his fist, just as if he 
were boxing, and dealt one man such 
a blow on the jaw that it broke the 
bone and the fellow died soon after- 
ward from the effects, But fighting 
and swearing were of no use, for he 
was stabbed through and through and 
kilied in that very room. 

“As for Stewart, he sprang to his 
feet and dashing in among them struck 
out right and left He managed to 
get to the door through the mob, but 
was hacked down on the threshold 
from behina wth an axe or a sword. 
None of us was armed, for Stewart iu- 
sisted on leaying all arms behind with 
the baggage party Poor Power fell 
dead beside me. When they found I 
was alive they wanted to kill me, but 
a brother the Sheik saved my life.

leave a surface that can hardly be done 
ae without looking ‘‘smeary” and un- 
tidy. 

Garments that require a special stiff- 
ness will be stiffer if they are dried 
before starching. A bosom board 1s 
almost an essential in doing up fine 
shirts. I know a woman who does up 
a great many shirts, who always uses 
a folded sheet under the shirt bosoms, 
but this is not as satisfactory as a 
bosom board, which is softer and of- 
fers less resistance. A bosom board 1s 
eighteen inches long by eight wide, it 
is tapered towards one end similar to 
a shirt bosom. This board is covered 
with two thicknesses of flannel, and 
this in turn by two thicknesses of mus- 
lin. This makes a smooth, hard sur- 
face, if the coverings are tacked 
smoothly in place and over the ends 


as they should be. The face of the 
} board is absolutely smooth and un- 
wrinkled. 

Having the board ready, the irons 


should he considered, These should be 
absolutely clean and free from dust. 
'A heavy iron gives better results than 
those of light weight. One of the most 
important factors in giving gloss to 
shirt bosoms, collars or cuffs is the 
use of the polishing iron. I doubt 
1 real “shine” 
the ordinary sad iron, no matter what 
kine of starcb or enamel is used, un- 
less the polishing iron is used also. 
You can find these irons at any hard- 
ware store, and their cost is not ex- 
orbitant. 

Now I will tell you how the woman 
I know does up shirts, and afterwards 
I will give some receipts for making 
starch and _ so-called “ enamel” 
Starching anything which requires a 
special gloss. Fold the shirt length- 
wise through the back, and iron this 
smoothly, next iron the sleeves, the 
unstarched portion of them, then iron 


the unstarched part of the front of 
the shirt. After this take the wrist- 
bands and iron these, press on the 
wrong side first, then on the right, 
ind if you wish these polished, after 
you have ironed them perfectly dry, 
take a damp cloth and rub them all 
over the right side, so that they will 
be a little damp.

The dampening of the linen 
prevents it from “ blistering,” or, in 
other words, from separating it from 
the linings, as it would be apt to do 
if pressed too long or much. If you 
find that collars or cuffs have this ap- 
pearance, dampen them lightly and re- 


iron, and you will find that the “ blis- 
tered "-portions will adhere to the lin- 
ings without difficulty. In polishing, 


use only the rounded part of the front 
of the iron, use it as hot as maybe 
without scorching, work rapidly, rub- 
bing up and down the shirt bosom and 
never crosswise. 

A simple receipt for starch polish is 
to take an ounce of white wax and the 
same of spermaceti, melt together and 
let cool in a cake, a piece of this the 
size of a walnut put into a quart of 
made starch, will give a good gloss, 
and smoothness. Nearly the same re- 
ceipt is used and is called Enamel for 
Shirc Bosom, two parts spermaceti and 
one part white wax melted together 
and cooled. Add to made starch as 
Siated above. ’ 

Silver Polish for Shirts—One ounce 
each of isinglass and borax, one tea- 
spoonful of white glue, two teaspoon- 
fuls of white of egg. Cook well in two 
quarts of fine starch, starch articles 
in the mixture and dry. Before iron- 
ing apply some of this to the shirt 
bosom, until well dampened; iron and 
polish with polishing iron. 

If a serious case of scorching has re- 
sulted in ironing any garment, one that 
ordinary washing and boiling will not 
remove, try this: Peel and slice two 
onions and extract the juice as well 
as possible, cut up half an ounce of 
white soap, and add to the onion juice, 
twe ounces of Fuller’s earth and half 
a pint of vinegar.

When cool spread on 
the scorched linen, then wash and boil 
as in ordinary washing. Unless the 
cloth has been scorched to rot the 
threads, the scorch will disappear. In 
case of common scorching, a little lem- 
on juice and sunshine will remove the 
brown look. 

To sum up the whole matter, most 
of the things used in addition to starch 
are either for the purpose of giving 
smoothness and prevent sticking of the 
irons, or else to give an added stiff- 
ness. Borax and gum arabic give 
stiffness. Epsom salts will give a new 
look to prints, ginghams. etc., a table- 
spoonful put in the ordinary starch. 
White wax, spermaceti, kerosene, oil, 
turpentine and “enamel” will give a 
smoothness to starch and a gloss to 
linen, Some even use a little lard or 
mutton tallow. Some keep spermaceti 
candles on hand, and stir the hot 
starch with these. I believe the pro- 
fessional laundries use white wax and 
spermaceti, more than anything else 
for gloss, unless it is the polishing 
iron, This is the essential element, If 
added stiffness is desired, repeat- 
ed starchings will give the result. 

Many people after using hot starch 
and rubbing in well, dry the garments 
and then re-starch in cold starch be- 
fore ironing. Clothes that have been 
starched should not lie long after be- 
ing sprinkled before ironing, as this 
lessens the stiffness to a great degree. 
Never sprinkle starched clothes over 
night. Use irons as hot as can be with- 
out scorching. Iron until dry, and 
dampen and polish with polishing iron. 
Iror. the wrong sides of collars and 
cuffs first and do not leave them press- 
ed out perfectly flat. In finishing, 
draw the iron lightly over the wrong 
side, holding one end of collar or cuff 
im the hand to give it a reasonable 
curve. If there is any doubt about the 
absolute dryness, place near the fire 
where the heat will finish this work, 
but the gloss will be better if ironed 
until qiute dry. Irons that have been 
used a great while, and have been 


stove at night to cool, or kept on it 
for a good while heating and cooling, 
heating and cooling, will lose their 
temper, and will not retain the heat 
like those that are simply heated for 
use and then immediately removed 
from the fire.

a designated figure. This figure is 
$20,000 for a Lieutenant and grades 
down to $5,000 for a Major. The 
dowry is paid over, not to the hus- 
band, but to the Government, which 
doles out to the happy couple after 
marriage 3 per cent. oa the amount 
received. This money is retained by 
the Government until the husband 
reaches the grade of Lieutenant-Col- 
onel, or until he resigns from the ser- 
vice, being refunded in full in either 
case. The object is to prevent officers 
from marrying women who cannot 
support them with the dignity becom- 
ing the imperial army. 

Out of the army the system is not so 
good; the dowry is not handed over to 
a watchful trustee, but is piaced in the 
hands of the husband himself, irrevoc- 
ably, just as if it were his purchase 
price It becomes his absolutely. 
Mostly he puts it in his business, if he 
has one; if he has not, he buys bonds. 
In either case he rarely loses it; but 
the matter goes deeper than that. The 
unjust part of it is that the wife is 
nol likely to receive any benefit from 
it, or at least little. Most people who 
have had the opportunity cannot have 
failed to remark that the German, in 
any position of life except the lowest, 
is not prone to do the square thing 
by his family; he wears the best 
clothes, all the family jewelry, and is 
willing to pay only for his individual 
pleasures. Hurried travellers descant 
upon the German husband’s virtues, 
because his family is always with him 
when he takes his outings. If these 
same people would only observe more 
closely, they would remark that, while 
they are always with him, he spends 
very little money on them, One of 
the commonest sights in brewery or 
beer gardens is to see a German or- 
der his dinner, cat it, and hand over 
the remains—often only empty plates 
—to his spouse. 

Although the context would seem 
to point to thecontrary, there is com- 
paratively little real fortune-hunting 
in Germany. I[t is confined almost 
entirely to broken-down nobles who, 
having exhausted all possible resour- 
ces, and deep in debt, propose to sell 
themselves as dearly as possible, Caste 
being the ruling factor in the nation- 
il life, tifles have a marketable value 
overlooked.

If he 
has been ill he rushes into print again 
to thank all the people who inquired 
after him when he was in bed. Upon 
every conceivable pretext, in short, 
he Inys open his heart to the world 
in colé types.

Most German journals, including 
those of Austria, contain daily from a 
column to two columns of appeals for 
“life partners” or “nest mates” or 
whatever the poetic fancy of the ad- 
vertiser may choose to call them. Many 
times the advertisement is in rhyme. 
The advertiser, mon or woman, spares 
no praise in personal description; the 
mar. is usually “finely educated, of un- 
questioned social standing, prepossess= 
ing in appearance, sympathetlo and a 
good business man;” the woman 
“beautiful, accomplished, domestic, and 
an irreproachable cook and house- 
keeper’—the last attribute being par= 
ticularly in demand by German hus 


bands. Always, too, is the dowry— 
given or required—dwelt upon with 
rather significant emphasis, Some- 


times a man wishes to marry “into @ 
business,” or the woman, usually @ 
widow, has a business to offer in ex- 
change for a husband, For the rest 
of it, nothing is lacking; the advertis= 
er gives his height, weight, state of 
his constitution, color of hair, and a 
great many other details. He always 
tells what sort of hirsute trimmings 
he has on his face, because no German 
girl, unless desperate, will marry & 
man without a mustache. 

When an advertisement does not 
have the desired effect the advertiser 
usually goes to a Schatchen, who pol- 
ishes off the business very quickly for 
a commission. But the striking part 
of the whole matter is the fact that 
so many people should be forced to 
advertise in order to get a suitable or 
a satisfactory mate. And the explan- 
ation probably is to be found in hark- 
ing back to the subject of the 
dowry—the ground work of the Ger- 
man marriage.

Ans.—The Municipal Act authorizes 
the Council to pass by-laws prohibiting 
cattle from running at large, but where 
cattle or horses are under the control of 
persons who are leading or holding 
them, such by-laws will not apply.

How to Destroy Wild Mustard. 

The Neweastle, Eng., Courant of May 
6, says: The ‘Technical Educational 
Committee of the Essex County Council 


have been carrying out experiments in 
the destruction of Charlock, (wild must- 
ard) which have attracted widespread 
attention. Last night about 250 visit- 
ors assembled at Chelmford to witness 
the demonstration. On all the plots of 
crops were oats and beans. Plot 1 had 
been sprayed eight days before with a 
two per cent, solution of sulphate of 
copper at the rate of thirty-five gallons 
per acre. Rain fell three hours later, 
but the Charlock was seen to be killed, 
whilst the crops were uninjured. On 
plot 2 sprayed six days before with 4 
per cent. solution of sulphate of copper 
at the rate of 25 gallons per acre, the 
charlock was killed, the oats slightly, 
but temporarily discolored and the 
beans were uninjured. Plot 8 had been 
sprayed six days previously with a two 
per cent. solution of sulphate of copper 
at the rate of fifteen gallons per acre. 


On both plots the charlock was killed 
and the crops were not injured, Plots 
had been sprayed three days before with 
a two and a half per cent. solution of 
sulphate of iron at the rate of forty 
gallons per acre; the charlock was seen

A despatch from St. Paul says:—A 
tornado swept across the Mississippi 
Valley east and slightly north of the 
city on Monday night, practically an- 
nihilating the village of New Rich- 
mond, and causing great property loss 
at Hudson, Wis., and Hastings, Minn., 
and in the section of the country ly- 
ing between. 

The early reports placed the loss of 
life at 250 to 500, but later news modi- 
fiert this number considerably. Reli- 
able information was late in coming, 
for wires were levelled and the wash- 
ing out of railways prevented com- 
munication by rail. 

HEAVY DAMAGE WAS DONE. 

Widespread damage was done to 
railway and farm property. Crops 
were beaten into the earth, trees torn 
up or broken off, fences and buildings 
levelled and railways washed out. 

Coming on the heels of a heavy rain 
storm on Sunday and Sunday night, 
the storm has turned every small 
stream tributary to the Mississippi in 
this section into a torrent. Bridges 
have been swept away, and much pro- 
perty damaged by overflows. 

A CIRCUS IN TOWN. 

New Richmond had 2,600 population, 
and the town was crowded with people 
who had come trom ‘the surrounding 
country to attend a circus.

At Lacrosse it was the first storm 
known in 17 years. Nearly five inches 
of rain fell. The river rose so rapidly 
that 400 people, living in the lower 
portion of the city, were driven from 
their homes. Over 100 head of live 
stock were drowned. Nearly every 
bridge in the Lacrosse Valley is gone.

VETERANS UNDER FIRE. 


The Reason They Don’t Stoop When 
the Bullets Are Flying. 


“The temptation to stoop when under 
fire is almost irresistible,”’ said a veteran, 
‘‘and that accounts for so many of the 
wounds recelyed by raw troops. You see, 
whon a man happens to be hit in a stoop- 
ing posture the chances are that the bullet 
plows right through his body from end to 
end. On the other hand, if he is standing 
erect, the probabilities are in fayor of the 
wound being slight, anyhow not mortal. 
Old soldiers are well awaro of this, and 
while they will drop flat and hunt coyer 
eyery chance they get they never stoop. 

‘After a soldier has been ina fow en- 

gagements he learns such tricks, and, as 
far as the rest of it is concerned, he be- 
comes simply a fatalist. There is nothing 
strange about it, for almost all his expe- 
riences appear to lend color to that doc- 
trine. For instance, he neyer dodges, be- 
cause he has seen men dodge and get kill- 
ed when it really seemed asif they had 
reached for the bullet. In fact, the 
strangest things are continually happen- 
ing, all apparently tho pure whim of 
chance, 
“T remember near Petersburg a comrade 
of mine, as brave a fellow as ever lived, 
took refuge behind a little hut. He was 
wornout under fire and wanted to geta 
moment’s breathing space. Twenty feet 
in the rear and a little to one side was a 
pile of crosstios full of wrought iron nails, 
A bullet came along, splintered a tie and 
droye out one of the nails at right angles. 
The jagged iron struck my chum in the 
side, penetrated his kidneys and killed 
him. 

‘““"That’s the blind chance of war, and 
after getting afew such object lessons a 
fellow is apt to acquire a sort of sang froid 
that is immensely impressive to a recruit. 
It isn’t because he hasa contempt for dan- 
ger; he has merely learned the folly of 
trying to eyade it.’’—New Orleans Times- 
Democrat.

IGNORANCE OF MOTHERS. 


For lack of a little firmness and sac- 
rifioe of present ease, mothers are 
more often than they know responsi- 
ble for their children growing up with 
ugly mouths, deformed jaws and ir- 
regular teeth. Every one knows how 
much less apt a baby it to be fretful 
if it has the habit of sucking its thumb, 
and it does not take long for the aver- 
age nurse girl to learn to pop the 
rubber top of the bottle into a baby's 
mouth to stop its crying. Yet so soft 
and pliable is the cartilaginous frame- 
work of an infant's head and face that 
it is affeoted by the slightest pressure 
if more or less continued. The ugly 
feature known as “rabbit mouth” is 
more often than not due to keeping 
the thumb in the mouth for hours at 
atime, Protrusion of the lower jaw 
is caused by sucking the first and sec- 
ond fingers, the lower jaw to project 
ond take that permanent form.

‘Mr. Wegenast has been-in the service 
of the Company for eighteen years as 
Assistant Actuary and Actuary, andis 
therefore thoroughly conversant with 
the business and policy of the Com- 
pany. 

During the year an Agency was 
opened, in St. John’s, Newfoundland, 
and we are pleased to say that so far 
we have received a fair amount of 
business from that Colony, and hope 
to increase it in the future. 3 

We are glad to be able to inform 
you that the business of the year has 
been. eminently satisfactory, und that 
notwithstanding the greatly lessened 
earning power of money, we have been 
enabled to continue a very liberal 
distribution of surplus to our Policy- 
holders. ; 

Our Superintendent of Agencies, Mr. 
Earl, since his appointment, has in- 
spected our Agencies in Ontario, Que- 
bec, Manitoba, British Columbia, the 
Maritime Provinces, and the ‘Terri- 
tories. A number of New Agents has 
been appointed to our Staff, which is 
now thoroughly organized and ef- 
fective. This we believe will result in 
a still larger and better class of busi- 
ness.

THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


In moving the adoption of the Re- 
port the President said that the busi- 
ness for 1898 was in all respects of

The Evil of Trusts. 


What promises to be the greatest 


curse of the closing years of the nine- 
teenth century is the formation of the 
gigantic trusts which seem destined to 
control nearly every industry. 

An idea of the enormous capitaliza- 
tion of trusts formed in the United 
States during the last seventeen months 
—from the first of January, 1898, to the 
end of May, 1899—may be obtained from 
a compilation published in the ‘ United 
States Investor’ of the seventeenth of 
June. A list of four hundred and thirty- 
seven concerns is given, the aggregate 
capital of which totals $7,870,783,383 
In explaining these astounding figures, 
the ‘ Investor’ asserts two-thirds of this 
alleged capital is water pure and simple. 
In other words, these trusts propose to 
compel consumers to pay dividends on 
five billion dollars not invested. De- 
fenders of trusts argue that they tend to 
lower prices, but in face of this state- 
ment by an acknowledged financial au- 
thority, the public will draw a different 
conclusion. The immense sum thus 
represented is almost beyond compre- 
hension. It nearly equals the whole 
amount of gold and silver coinage of the 
world, 

The time will come when some means 
will have to be derived to break the 
power of these enormous ‘ trusts,” but 
what that remedy will be is the prob- 
lem, 


It is perhaps a hopeful sign of the 
times when the churches begin to take 
notice of some of the most flagrant sins 
of this age. The Nova Scotia Metho- 
dist Conference, at its recent session, 
adopted a report dealing with the vena- 
lity of the electorate, which is declared 
to be greatly on the increase, and to 
have become ‘so flagrant that the priv- 
ilege of the franchise is commonly 
looked upon as a mere matter of mer- 
chandise.” ‘he Witness in comment- 
ing on this says :— 

“Tf this be so, and that it is so over 
large sections of the country outside of 
the bounds of the Nova Scotia Confer- 
ence it would be sheer hypocrisy to 
question, it requires no gift of prophecy 
to see that it involves the end of self- 
government. Parliament is being peti- 
tioned by the conference in question for 
more effective legislation. To save its 
own life, parliament should make a 
whip of small cords that would lash 
this thing out of the temple of liberty. 
But parliament is a vain thing to flee to 
for safety. ‘The electorate is the creator 
of parliament; parliament is begotten 
in iniquity, and cannot wash its own 
creator. ‘The churches must see to this. 
We are told by this frank report that 
even church members handle corruption 
funds and defend the practice. We 
know, too, that this confession does not 
belong slusively to the Nova Scotia 
Methodists. We have been told the 
like in our own province. So long as 
this is the case there is no use in 
churches appealing to parliament. * * 

“The serious thing about the report 


in question is that it declares electoral 
venality to be on the increase. Most of 
us have such a comfortable feeling that 
the world is getting better by some au- 
tomatic process that, when we do not 
see what else we can easily do, we are 
content to wait for the happy result. 
This is the argument against prohibit-

Little Girls Drowned Near Thetr 

Homes at Charlottctow nh.

BURIED ALIVE UNDER GRAVEL, 


Laborer Killed at Brampton While Work- 
ing in a Pit. 

A despatch from Brampton says:— 
About noon on Thursday, a laborer, 
Joseph Troyer, was killed at u gravel 
pit on John Crawford’s farm, three 
miles east of town. Troyer, with 
three others, was working at a bank, 
and had undermined it badly. One of 
the men told Troyer to look out or it 
would fall on him, but the man kept 
on, and the next moment was buried 


beneath several tons of gravel and 
sand. It took a number of men dig- 
ging 50 minutes to get to the body of 
‘Troyer, who was quite dead. ‘Troyer 
was in poor circumstances, and leaves 


authenticated imstances of mutilation 
of American soldiers by the Filipinos, 
Two privates of the 4th Infantry, who 
were wounded during the reconnais- 
sance towards Perez das Marinas, were 
left temporarily on the roadside owing 
to lack of transportation facilities, 
Later, when men went to bring them 
in, it was found that they were dead, 
Their right ears had been cut off by 
the natives. The throat of one of 
them was cut, and the face of the othy 
er had been slashed with a knife. The 
ambulances are constantly the centre 
for the enemy's fire. One wounded 
man was shot again while his wound 
was being dressed. 

Bubb's battalion, in fighting its way 
back to Imus from Perez das Marinas, 
narrowly escaped disaster, the rein- 
forcements arriving just as the ammu- 
nition of the battalion was exhausted, 
As soon as the reinforcements arrived 
the insurgents were chased back to 
Perez das Marinas, The 4th Infantry 
bivouacked near the town, preparatory 
to attacking if next morning, General 
Wheaton reports that 93 dead Filipinos, 
including two officers, were found on 
the only portion of the field that was 
Searched by the Americans. 

The artillery, under the direction of 
Captain Cabalad, did splendidly effec- 
tive work, theg uns raking the enemy's 
right flank. 

It is generally believed that two 
thousand rebels were advancing to at- 
tack the American forces at Imus 
when Bubb encountered them. Among 
the prisoners taken is a Japanese half- 
caste, who held the position of pay- 
master in the insurgent army.

Colorado would come up to a man and 
ask him for his plug of tobacco. When 
it was given to him, he would probably 
cut off enough for a pipeful or a chew 
and give it to the man and keep the rest 
for himself. Horses, provisions, mining 
implements—in fact, everything that was 
in the outfit of the early pioneers was 
levied on by the thieving old Ute. 

“T had been warned against him when 
I went out there and with a partner lo- 
cated in a gulch near Leadville, but as I 
knew Indian nature pretty well I didn’t 
scare. We had been working about two 
weeks when one day, shortly after noon, 
Colorado and a band of seven or eight 
Utes came over the mountain pass. We 
had a pretty fair stock of grub, and most 
of it was laying out in the open, covered 
up with an old tarpaulin. The Indians 
came up to where we were, with Colo- 
rado at their head. The Ute chief con- 
sidered me an intruder, and I knew that 
he was hunting for trouble. I was ready

Prairies Transformed Into a Serles 


of Lakes In «a Single Night. 
“When people living in what is now 
fre enstern part of Craighead county, 
\ik., went to bed one night in the latter 
t of December, 1811,” said a former 
ident of that region, “they closed 
cir eyes on one of the most beautiful | 
nd fertile retches of land that ever 
Luin Siw Phe region was a series of 
rollir prairi interspersed with heavy 
fovests. The St. Fvancis river and its 
twin sister, -the Little river, wound 
through the prairies and around the 
edges of the woods, which cast their 
hadows on the waters from high and 
solid banks. When th residents look- 
ed out upon the prospect presented the 
next morning, they must have been sur- 
prised. In place of the rivers aud the 
rolling prairies vast lakes spread away 
over the ares In places above the sur- 


face of the est of these sheets of wa- 
ter so suddenly brought into existence 
the tops of trees could be seen, but in 
others the woods had been entirely sub- 
merged, The land for 129 miles up and 
down the river and for a width of proba- 
bly GO miles had sunk below the surfac 
and water had filled the great cavities 
thus formed. The ar thus wiped off 
the face of the earth came to be called 
the Sunk lands, and that is its name to- 
day 


‘oday the entire area of the Sunk 
lands is a chain of great cypress and 
gum swamps, with here and there an 
extent of old prairie and a remnant of 
ancient forest diversifying the land- 
scape.

IRONING-DAY DESSERTS. 
Indian Pudding.—Make corn meal 
mush just as youusuallydo using say 
three pints of water. When it has 
cooked ten minutes add slowly one pint 
of hot sweet milk, one scant cup of mo- 
lasses, and a teaspoon of butter. Let 
it cook while you beat two eggs In a 


large pudding dish. Then pour on 
the hot mush, very slowly, stirring 
well, so the eggs will not curdle. 


When well mixed, bake in a moderate 
oven two hours. We like this hot with 
milk and with butter when cold. Some- 
times we have corn pone made by this 
recipe: 

Corn Pone.—Three cups corn meal, 
one cup whole wheat flour, two cups 
sour milk, one cup sweet milk, two- 
thirds cup molasses, one teaspoon each 
of salt and soda, The batter should 
drop from the spoon, so you may need 
little more meal or flour. Pour this in- 
to a well-greased, deep pudding pan 
set in another pan of boiling water, 
put tin lid over the pone and bake three 
hours, The last half hour take off the 
lid and take out the pan of water 
and let the pone brown. The water 
pan must be kept filled. The pone is 
best hot. Eat with butter: 

Bread Custard—Soak 1 pint of fine 
bread crumbs in a quart of sweet milk
